The remarks set forth below supplement those in the Amendment filed July 28, 2006 in 
response to the Office Action of March 29, 2006. 

Thus, referring to the rejection of claims 1 and 12-14 under 35 U.S.C. §101, as well as the 
rejection of these claims under the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112, Applicants note that the 
prior art neither discloses nor suggests the adjustment of the solid content of the slurry in the 
present invention. The particles of claim 1 are not oriented only by applying a usual colloidal 
solution to magnetic field orientation as shown in the Declaration, It is necessary to adjust the 
solid content of the slurry in proportion to the particle diameter used. In the magnetic field 
orientation of Topchiashvili et al., large enough magnetic susceptibilities of HTSC such as 
YBa2Cu307.x and Bi2Sr2Ca2Cu3Oi05 and the use of other components, enable the HTSC particles 
to be oriented. 

With regard to nature of smudge marks on the "Attached sheet" which was submitted with 
the Amendment filed March 8, 2006, in the original graphs (copy enclosed) provided by the 



inventors, the titles of the vertical axis of both graphs cannot be read because the letters are not 
transverse. Therefore, the titles v^ere clarified without changing the words. Such a display error 
might occur in case of copying and pasting the graph between the different computer softwares, 
because there is a custom of writing text in a vertical direction in Japanese and a vertically-written 
function of the computer software has been enhanced.
